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Report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 


The  following  individuals  served  on  the  Board  of  Selectmen  during  the  Fiscal  Year  2009: 
Joseph  Becker,  Douglas  Briggs,  Cherilyn  Bulger,  Leroy  Clark,  and  Sheila  Dibb.  In  May 
2008,  Joseph  Becker  was  elected  Chairman,  Leroy  Clark  Vice  Chairman,  and  Cherilyn 
Bulger  Clerk. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  meets  regularly  on  every  other  Monday  at  6:00  pm  in  the  Town 
Hall  Annex  located  at  246  Main  Street.  In  addition,  the  Board  met  on  several  other 
occasions  during  the  course  of  the  year  in  order  to  address  the  many  different  issues 
facing  our  town.  All  regular  board  meetings  include  an  open  session  agenda  item  which 
allows  residents  the  opportunity  to  address  the  Board  on  any  topics  of  concern.  We 
encourage  residents  to  be  involved  and  take  advantage  of  this  opportunity  to  speak  at 
public  meetings  or  to  simply  attend  the  meetings  in  order  to  remain  informed. 

Early  in  the  fiscal  year,  following  the  retirement  of  Carl  Christianson  Jr.,  the  Board  took 
on  the  task  of  searching  for  a new  DPW  Superintendant.  A seven  member  committee  was 
appointed  which  consisted  of  five  citizens  identified  by  Board  members  and  two  citizens 
at-large.  The  committee  members  were  Evan  Starbard,  Ken  Lowe,  Michael  DiBara,  Ed 
Bracebridge,  Tom  Dufault,  Tim  Narhwold  and  Michele  VanReet.  This  committee  was 
charged  with  the  task  of  screening  all  applicants,  interviewing  semi-finalists,  and 
providing  the  Board  of  Selectmen  with  the  names  of  recommended  finalists.  The  Board 
received  the  two  finalists  fi’om  this  committee  in  October,  2008.  The  Board  conducted 
final  interviews  with  both  finalists,  and  in  December,  an  offer  was  extended  and  accepted 
by  Gary  Kellaher  of  Fiskdale,  MA.  Mr.  Kellaher  started  his  duties  in  early  January,  2009. 
He  brings  with  him  an  extensive  background  of  public  works  experience  and  we  are  very 
happy  to  have  him  on  our  municipal  team.  The  Board  greatly  appreciates  the  hard  work 
completed  by  the  search  committee  during  this  selection  process. 

The  Board  continued  working  on  how  to  handle  the  renovation  project  of  the  old  Primary 
School  Building.  In  July  of  2008,  the  Board  interviewed  four  architectural  firms  which 
responded  to  our  advertised  request  for  proposals  for  architectural  and  engineering  work 
on  the  building.  After  the  interview  process,  we  selected  the  firm  of  Kang  Associates, 

Inc.  and  received  a five-phase  design  fee  schedule.  This  proposal  totaled  $125,800.  At  the 
Special  Town  Meeting  in  October,  2008,  the  Board  sought  town  meeting  approval  to 
spend  $37,000  fi'om  the  existing  building  renovation  account  for  Kang  Associates  to 
produce  phases  1 and  2 of  the  design  proposal  including  the  initial  floor  plans  and 
designs  of  the  building.  This  article  was  defeated.  After  the  defeat  of  the  article,  the 
building  was  winterized  and  all  heating  and  electrical  systems  were  turned  off. 
Discussions  continue  on  the  next  steps  for  the  building. 

The  Board  is  very  pleased  that  fiscal  year  2009  brought  us  one  step  closer  to  obtaining 
the  88  acres  of  land  at  the  former  site  of  Rutland  Heights  Hospital.  In  August,  2008 
voters  approved  a $546,000  debt  exclusion  enabling  the  Town  to  purchase  the  land  from 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  The  Hospital  closed  in  1991  and  since  that  time, 
many  people  have  worked  very  hard  to  make  this  transition  from  the  Commonwealth  to 
the  Town  happen.  While  the  transfer  of  ownership  had  not  yet  occurred  by  the  close  of 
the  fiscal  year,  we  certainly  hope  it  will  at  some  point  in  fiscal  year  2010. 
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During  the  year,  the  Board  continued  to  pursue  the  issues  surrounding  our  public  sewer 
system.  Specifically,  work  continued  on  the  Town’s  updated  Sewer  Use  Regulations. 
Additionally,  we  continued  to  work  with  the  Department  of  Conservation  and  Recreation 
on  our  sewer  use  agreement  with  the  Commonwealth.  In  November,  2008,  the  Board  in 
its  capacity  as  the  Department  of  Public  Works  voted  to  extend  the  sewer  moratorium 
which  was  originally  put  into  place  on  November  13,  2007,  for  a period  of  twelve 
additional  months. 

Perhaps  the  most  notable  event  during  fiscal  year  2009  was  the  devastating  ice  storm 
which  took  place  on  December  1 1,  2008.  The  days  and  months  that  followed  the  storm 
were  filled  with  challenges  unlike  any  other  the  town  has  experienced  in  recent  history. 
The  clean-up  efforts  during  the  immediate  aftermath  of  the  storm  showed  the  true 
commitment  of  our  town  employees.  The  patience  of  our  residents  who  endured  no  heat, 
no  electricity  and  no  phone  service  for  up  to  a week  showed  the  true  character  of  our 
town. 

In  the  months  after  the  storm,  many  activities  took  place  to  ensure  Rutland  was  restored 
to  as  close  to  pre-storm  condition  as  possible.  In  January,  the  Army  Corps,  of  Engineers 
scouted  the  town  and  identified  over  80,000  cubic  yards  of  brush  debris  plus  dead  and 
hanging  tree  limbs.  In  March,  the  Board  accepted  a $7,500  bid  for  the  three  large  debris 
piles  in  town  to  be  chipped  and  disposed  of.  Also  is  March,  the  town,  in  cooperation  with 
representatives  fi’om  FEMA,  started  to  accept  bids  for  a full  scale  clean  up  of  all  debris 
and  storm  damaged  tree  removal.  In  April,  there  was  a Special  Town  Meeting  which 
asked  voters  to  approve  the  borrowing  of  up  to  $2  million  for  the  full  scale  clean  up 
effort.  While  this  article  did  receive  town  meeting  support,  an  associated  debt  exclusion 
ballot  question  did  not  receive  support  at  the  ballot  box  in  May.  Due  to  the  failure  of  the 
debt  exclusion,  the  Board  was  not  able  to  accept  the  low  bid  for  a full  scale  clean  up 
effort.  Gary  Kellaher,  DPW  Superintendant,  offered  an  alternative  clean  up  plan  and 
recommended  renting  equipment  that  enabled  our  own  town  employees  to  perform 
various  brush  clean-up  activities  throughout  the  town.  This  effort  was  a fraction  of  the 
cost  of  the  full-scale  clean-up  and  we  are  very  appreciative  to  Mr.  Kellaher  and  our  DPW 
workers  for  a job  well  done.  Later  in  the  year,  the  Board  accepted  a bid  at  zero  cost  for 
additional  wood  chipping  and  disposal  clean  up  not  completed  during  the  initial  clean  up. 
Ultimately,  the  storm  was  a significant  unanticipated  financial  burden  on  the  town,  but 
we  did  receive  75%  reimbursement  fi’om  FEMA  and  an  additional  12%  reimbursement 
from  MEMA. 

The  Board  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  Fire  Chief  Tom  Ruchala,  who  as 
the  town’s  emergency  commander,  managed  the  ice  storm  emergency  with  a level  of 
professionalism  and  commitment  that  is  to  be  recognized  and  commended.  In  addition, 
we  wish  to  thank  our  DPW  crews  who  were  lead  by  Kevin  McCarthy  during  the  storm 
and  in  its  immediate  aftermath.  Thank  you  to  Jim  MacCallum,  who  was  our  Interim  DPW 
Superintendent  at  the  time.  Police  Chief  Baril,  all  our  dispatch  personnel,  our  emergency 
response  teams,  including  all  Fire,  EMT,  Paramedic  and  Police  personnel.  Thank  you  to 
Gary  Kellaher  and  Jackie  O’Brien  who  in  the  months  following  the  storm  played  a 
critical  role  in  processing  stacks  of  paperwork  to  ensure  Rutland  received  FEMA  and 
MEMA  disaster  expense  reimbursements.  Thank  you  to  our  C.E.R.T.  team  for 
establishing  and  running  the  emergency  shelter  and  to  private  citizens  who  made 
themselves  and  their  heavy  equipment  available  in  order  to  help  clear  road  debris.  The 
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list  of  those  who  deserved  praise  during  the  event  is  long  and  we  wish  to  express  our 
thanks  to  all. 

Federal,  state  and  municipal  finances  continued  to  be  a significant  challenge  throughout 
the  year.  Financial  instability  at  the  federal  and  state  levels  trickled  down  to  the 
municipal  level  of  government.  In  January,  2009,  Governor  Patrick  exercised  his  9C 
budget  cutting  powers  which  resulted  in  Rutland  losing  $99,262  of  local  aid.  This  cut  was 
especially  difficult  because  half  of  the  fiscal  year  had  already  passed  when  the  cut  was 
made  so  all  spending  reductions  to  care  for  this  adjustment  needed  to  take  place  in  the 
second  half  of  the  year.  The  local  aid  reduction,  combined  with  unanticipated  over- 
expenditures from  the  ice  storm  presented  all  departments  with  clear  budget  challenges. 

During  fiscal  year  2009,  the  fiscal  year  2010  budget  was  developed.  The  development  of 
this  budget  was  the  most  difficult  of  any  in  recent  history.  Among  the  financial 
challenges  we  faced  were:  an  increase  of  $721,000  to  our  regional  school  spending  net 
minimum  contribution  assessment,  a 65%  reduction  in  state  reimbursement  for  the  police 
Quinn  Bill,  a further  reduction  in  local  aid  from  the  state,  the  elimination  of  the  sewer 
rate  relief  funds  from  the  state,  a reduction  in  the  Community  Policing  grant,  a reduction 
in  public  library  grants,  a reduction  in  school  transportation  funding,  level  funding  of 
Chapter  70  educational  funding,  and  level  funding  of  Payment  in  Lieu  of  Taxes  from  the 
state.  The  Board  instituted  a hiring  freeze,  froze  all  non-bargained  for  wages  and 
requested  reductions  or  level  funding  of  all  purchase  services  and  supplies  accounts.  In 
April,  2009,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Finance  Committee  held  a voter  information 
session  that  aimed  to  educate  the  public  of  the  Town’s  financial  condition.  The  Board 
proposed  three  separate  over-ride  questions  which  were  placed  on  the  annual  town 
election  ballot  in  May,  2009.  These  over-ride  questions  included  (1)  a Proposition  2 V2 
over-ride  for  $130,000  in  order  to  fimd  the  position  of  Town  Administrator  (2)  a 
Proposition  2 V2  over-ride  for  $525,000  in  order  to  level  fimd  the  municipal  operating 
budget  and  to  care  for  the  10%  increase  in  our  Wachusett  Regional  School  budget 
assessment  (3)  a Proposition  2 V2  debt  exclusion  for  up  to  $2  million  for  the  full  scale  ice 
storm  clean  up.  Voters  rejected  all  three  of  these  ballot  questions.  This  resulted  in 
significant  budget  reductions  being  brought  forward  and  ultimately  accepted  at  the  annual 
Town  Meeting. 

In  other  business  during  the  year,  Rutland  expanded  its  Regional  Dispatch  Center  to 
include  the  Town  of  Hubbardston.  The  region  now  consists  of  Rutland,  Oakham  and 
Hubbardston.  This  expansion  effort  was  spear-headed  by  Fire  Chief  Ruchala  and  we  wish 
to  commend  him  on  this  effort  as  well  as  working  hard  to  obtain  nearly  $200,000  in  E91 1 
grant  funding  to  support  the  center.  The  reclamation  and  repaving  project  of  Route  68 
was  completed.  The  Board  requested  and  received  town  meeting  approval  to  conduct  a 
wage  study  for  municipal  employees.  Funds  were  requested  and  approved  by  town 
meeting  in  order  to  monitor  the  site  of  the  former  landfill  as  required  by  the  Department 
of  Environmental  Protection.  The  Board  opted  to  voluntarily  recognize  two  additional 
unions  within  the  Town  (1)  The  American  Federation  of  State  and  Municipal  Employees 
which  will  represent  Department  of  Public  Works  employees  and  (2)  The  Professional 
Firefighters  Association  which  will  represent  our  full-time  Firefighter,  Paramedic/EMT 
employees.  Collective  bargaining  discussions  for  both  bargaining  units  took  place 
throughout  the  year. 
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During  the  year,  the  Town  said  farewell  to  our  long  time  electrical  inspector  Robert 
Ackerman.  After  1 6+  years  of  service,  Mr.  Ackerman  retired  from  his  post.  Lester  Grace, 
who  was  the  alternate  electrical  inspector,  was  appointed  to  replace  Mr.  Ackerman. 
Nancy  Burbank  who  served  as  the  Director  of  the  Council  on  Aging  also  retired  in  fiscal 
year  2009.  We  wish  Nancy  well  and  thank  her  for  all  the  positive  contributions  she  made 
to  the  Council.  The  Council  on  Aging  Board  of  Directors  recommended  that  Sharon 
Bemdt  be  hired  to  replace  Nancy.  In  October,  the  Board  accepted  this  recommendation 
and  we  welcome  Sharon.  In  late  June,  2009,  after  1 5 years  of  service  on  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  Douglas  Briggs  resigned  his  seat.  Mr.  Briggs  was  hired  as  the  Town 
Administrator  in  the  town  of  Ashbumham.  The  Board  wishes  to  extend  a sincere  thank 
you  to  Mr.  Briggs  for  his  many  years  of  service  to  Rutland  and  to  wish  him  all  the  best  in 
his  new  municipal  post  in  Ashbumham. 

The  Board  would  like  to  express  our  appreciation  to  all  the  dedicated  employees  in  the 
Town  of  Rutland.  Without  their  service,  Rutland  would  not  be  the  wonderful  community 
it  is.  A special  note  of  thanks  needs  to  be  extended  to  Jackie  O’Brien  and  Nancy 
Macamso  - without  these  two  wonderful  people,  this  office  would  be  at  a loss.

The  Town  Clerk’s  office  began  fiscal  2009  preparing  for  a Debt  Exclusion  Election  in 
August  and  then  turned  it’s  concentration  on  to  the  State  Primary  in  September.  During  the 
fiscal  year  this  office  kept  a watchful  eye  on  the  legislators.  It  is  the  legislator’s  duty  to  pass 
laws  to  help  protect  the  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth.  However,  the  implementation  of  these 
laws  are  an  after  thought  and  frequently  difficult  to  administer.  Currently  we  are  watching  a law 
that  would  impose  an  additional  $3.00  charge  on  licensing  your  dogs.  This  additional  charge 
would  be  sent  to  Boston  to  fund  programs  for  feral  cats  and  animals  being  abandoned.  Training 
for  Animal  Control  Officers  would  also  be  funded.  The  Massachusetts  Town  Clerks’ 
Association  is  against  the  additional  charge  to  dog  owners  and  has  been  fervently  opposing  this 
bill. 


Recording  of  variances,  site  plan  approval  and  zoning  issues  decreased  this  past  fiscal 
year.  The  Clerk’s  office  as  liaison  for  the  Board  of  Appeals  filed  3 variances.  The  Clerk’s 
office  as  liaison  for  the  Plarming  Board  filed  3 Approval  Not  Required,  1 Common  Driveway 
Permit,  4 Estate  Lots  plans  and  1 Definitive  Plan  Modification. 

The  annual  census  went  out  in  January.  The  Town  sent  out  3,032  census  forms.  In  the 
past  the  census  went  out  once  a year.  We  currently  send  census  forms  throughout  the  year  to 
new  residents  when  we  are  notified  of  real  estate  transfers.  This  has  proved  to  be  helpful.  When 
your  census  form  is  received,  it  is  important  that  you  complete  the  form.  Include  all  members  of 
your  household  and  return  it  to  the  Town  Clerk’s  office.  Residents  should  list  all  children  on  the 
census  form  and  be  aware  that  children  are  not  listed  in  the  resident  listing.  However,  this 
information  is  helpful  for  the  town  when  it  applies  for  loans,  grants  or  when  planning  a new 
school.  New  residents  try  to  register  to  vote  on  their  census  form,  this  is  not  the  proper  tool  to 
use  for  that  purpose.  Please  come  to  the  Town  Clerk’s  office  to  register  to  vote.  Or  in  1994,  the 
Motor  Voter  Law  was  passed.  You  are  able  to  register  to  vote  while  renewing  your  driver’s 
license. 


Please  encourage  any  of  your  family  members  who  are  not  registered  voters  to  register. 
Anyone  who  attains  the  age  of  1 8 may  register  or  if  you  are  1 8 by  the  date  of  the  next  election 
you  may  register  (you  still  must  register  20  days  prior  to  the  election  to  be  eligible.)  A reminder 
to  registered  voters  when  you  sign  a nomination  paper  or  a petition,  please  do  the  following:  I. 
only  sign  if  you  are  a registered  voter.  2.  Sign  your  name  and  your  residential  address  (no  post 
office  boxes  are  allowed).  3.  If  you  have  normally  very  bad  penmanship,  print  your  name  in  the 
same  box  as  the  signature  (if  we  can’t  read  it  - we  can’t  verify  it).  Most  important,  4.  Do  not 
sign  your  husband’s  or  wife’s  name  or  any  other  name  other  than  your  own.  If  you  move,  please 
inform  the  Town  Clerk’s  office  so  that  we  will  change  our  records. 

I would  like  to  thank  Assistant  Town  Clerk,  Anita  Carlson.  Assistant  Town  Clerk 
is  responsible  for  vital  records,  voter  registrations,  annual  census  and  licensing,  as  well 
as,  the  liaison  to  Board  of  Appeals,  Planning  Board  and  the  general  public.

Selectmen  Becker 
informed  the  Town  Meeting  the  Free  Cash  figure  for  FY’09  is  $272,  299.00. 

Motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  2:  Mr.  Becker  moved  the  Town  vote  to  appropriate  from  Available  Funds 
(Free  Cash)  $580.00  to  purchase  two  (2)  four-drawer,  legal-size  file  cabinets  for  the 
Building  Department. 

Motion  was  seconded. 

Finance  Committee  recommended  favorable  on  the  article 

Questions  arose  as  whether  the  Town  could  not  acquire  file  cabinets  from  another  source.

Planning  Board  recommended  the  revised  comprehensive  Zoning  Map. 

Thomas  Ruchala  moved  to  amend  the  motion  to  include  - the  written,  voted  description 
to  take  precedent  over  the  map  if  conflict  arises. 

The  Moderator  inquired  if  the  town  meeting  had  any  objections  to  William  Scannel 
speaking  regarding  the  Zoning  Map.  The  meeting  had  no  objections. 

Mr.  Scanlan  explained  that  the  extensive  research  had  been  done  by  the  Town  Clerk’s 
office,  every  original  vote  was  indexed.  The  Zoning  Map  is  a tool  for  the  Town;  the 
Town  Meeting  vote  is  the  actual  record.

Road,  Pleasantdale  Road,  Wachusett  Street  and  Glenwood  Road  to  school. 

Town  Meeting  asked  if  Chapter  90  funds  could  be  used.  The  Selectmen  reported  that  this 
is  not  considered  an  appropriate  expenditure  for  Chapter  90  Funds. 

Motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  7:  Ms.  Bulger  moved  the  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate$9,221 .00  to  the 

Highway  Purchased  Serv  ices  Account  (422-5200)  for  the  cleaning  of  catch  basins. 

Motion  was  seconded. 

Finance  Committee  recommended  favorable. 

Mr.  Bracebridge  inquired  as  to  why  the  Town  is  not  using  the  sewer  vacuum  truck  for 
this.

Town  meeting 
body  was  lead  in  the  Salute  to  the  Flag  by  the  Moderator,  after  which  the 
Town  clerk  read  the  posting  of  the  warrant.  Eightyseven  voters  were 
present. 

Article  l:  Selectman  Becker  moved  the  town  vote  to  authorize  the  borrowing 
of  a sum  of  money  not  to  exceed  $2,000,000.00  for  a term  not  to  exceed  two  (2) 
years  in  accordance  with  MGL  Chapter  44,  Section  8,  Clause  9,  to  pay  for 
costs  related  to  emergency  expenses  incurred  as  a result  of  the  ice  storm  in 
December  2008.  Motion  was  seconded. 
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Finance  Committee  recommended  favorable  on  this  article. 

Addison  Redfield,  Campbell  Street  questioned  if  the  reimbursement  funds 
will  be  forth  coming. 

Selectman  Becker  explained  that  the  FEIVLA.  (Federal  Emergency 
Management  Agency)  funds  have  been  obligated  in  the  range  of  72%  and 
75%.  MEMA  (Massachusetts  Emergency  Management  Agency)  has  already 
told  the  town  that  there  are  no  funds  available  to  reimburse  their  share. 
Selectmen  are  confident  that  they  will  receive  the  FEMA  funds  and  are  not 
relying  on  the  MEMA. 

Selectman  Becker  explained  that  currently  the  town  has  expended

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T reasurer/Collector 

The  Treasurer/Collector’s  office  continues  to  be  busy.  Between  Real  Estate, 
Water/Sewer  and  Excise,  we  are  either  mailing  bills  or  collecting  bills.  The  growth  of  the 
community  continues  to  increase  the  amount  of  bills  we  process  through  out  the  fiscal 
year. 

New  for  Fiscal  2009  the  town  sent  real  estate  bills  twice  a year.  The  Town 
continued  the  quarterly  real  estate  billing  process;  however,  the  first  bill  mailed  included 
the  August  and  November  E'  payment  stubs.  The  second  bill  mailed  at  the  end  of 
December  included  February  and  May  payment  stubs.  This  new  procedure  was 
introduced  to  save  the  town  money  by  cutting  down  on  postage.  Look  for  reminders  of 
payment  due  on  the  towns  website:  www.townofrutland.org  and  in  the  newspapers 
distributed  throughout  our  town. 

The  first  two  bills  are  based  on  a quarter  of  what  you  paid  the  previous  year. 

Your  actual  bill  will  be  sent  to  you  on  or  about  December  3 1 . This  bill  will  show  the 
assessed  valuation  of  your  property,  the  tax  rate  and  the  amount  of  property  taxes  you 
owe  for  the  fiscal  year,  including  any  betterments,  special  assessments  or  other  charges 
that  are  added  to  the  tax.  The  tax  bill  will  also  show  the  amount  of  the  preliminary  tax 
billed  in  early  summer  as  a credit  against  your  actual  tax  for  the  year. 

Excise  bills  are  sent  to  the  registrant’s  address,  as  that  address  appears  on  the 
vehicle’s  registration  or  as  the  person  has  otherwise  specified  in  writing.  If  the  registrant 
fails  to  receive  the  bill,  he/she  is,  liable  for  its  timely  payment  and  interest  and  fees  will 
accrue  if  the  bill  is  not  paid  on  or  before  the  due  date.  It  is  very  important  that  the 
registrant  correct  mailing  address  is  on  the  registration.  If  one  has  P.O.  Box  # for  a 
mailing  address,  please  use  it.  If  you  change  your  address  during  the  year  please  notify 
the  Collector’s  office,  so  we  can  change  our  records. 

Water/Sewer  bills  are  sent  quarterly.  Water/Sewer  bills  are  charged  to  the  owner 
on  record  in  the  Assessors  office.  If  you  have  questions  regarding  your  water/sewer 
usage  please  contact  the  Department  of  Public  Works  at  508-886-4105. 

For  Fiscal  2009  the  Treasurer/Collector’s  office  continued  to  see  an  increase  in 
on-line  payments.  When  making  an  on-line  payment  please  check  your  bank  account 
number  and  routing  numbers.  This  is  the  area  where  we  are  seeing  most  of  the  errors. 

The  Town  will  accept  your  Real  Estate,  Water/Sewer  and  excise  payments  on-line  up  to 
the  due  date. 

Fiscal  2009  was  the  third  year  for  Kathleen  Healy  as  our  part  time  senior  clerk. 
Unfortunately,  this  part  time  position  is  being  eliminated  from  the  Fiscal  2010  budget. 

Ms.  Heah  continued  to  assist  Dianne  Landquist,  Assistant  Treasurer/Collector  up  to  June 
30,  2009.  I would  like  to  thank  Kathleen  for  her  professionalism  and  dedication  to  her 
job.  I would  like  to  thank  my  assistant  Dianne  Landquist  for  her  continued  support.  W'ith 
the  elimination  of  our  part  time  staff  I will  be  reviewing  our  hours  and  work  load.

Report  of  the  Town  of  Rutland  Finance  Committee 


To  the  Citizens  of  Rutland: 

The  Finance  Committee  makes  recommendations  to  the  Town  Meeting  after  considering  the  needs  of 
the  community  and  the  financial  impact  of  all  town  meeting  articles  presented.  This  encompasses  the 
annual  operating  budget,  as  well  as  other  financial  matters  such  as  financial  management,  financial 
policy,  and  financial  planning.  The  Finance  Committee  is  charged  by  the  Town  of  Rutland  bylaws  to 
review  budget  requests  from  all  departments  as  well  as  elected  and  appointed  boards  in  order  to  submit 
and  recommend  a balanced  budget  to  the  town. 

The  Finance  Committee's  Fiscal  Year  2009  Budget  Recommendation  was  developed  during  Fiscal  Year 
2008  and  voted  on  by  the  Town  in  May  of  2008.  During  the  development  of  the  original  FY2009 
budget,  the  Finance  Committee  balanced  the  needs  of  each  town  department  with  the  financial 
resources  of  the  town.  These  resources  included: 


• Levy  Limit  = $8,583321.  This  figure  includes  the  real  estate  taxes  levied  by  the  town, 

$8,1 12,631;  additional  revenue  generated  from  new  construction,  $267,875;  and  a 2 Vi  % 
increase  over  the  FY2008  levy  limit  (Prop  2 Vi),  $202,816. 

• Approved  Debt  Exclusions  = $1,111,793.  This  figure  represents  additional  real  estate  taxes 
levied  with  voter  approval  over  and  above  the  levy  limit  to  pay  the  debt  incurred  for  specific 
capital  projects.  These  projects  include  the  WRHS  renovation  project,  the  Glenwood 
Elementary  School  construction  project,  and  the  Fire  Pumper  tmck. 

• Estimated  Receipts  (after  charges)  = $4,185,432.  This  includes  state  “Cherry  Sheet”  funds. 
Local  receipts,  and  state  reimbursement  amounts. 


In  total,  after  local,  state  and  county  charges  as  well  as  the  need  to  cover  unanticipated  budgetary 
shortfalls  fi-om  fiscal  year  2008,  the  Finance  Committee  forecasted  that  the  Town  of  Rutland  had 
approximately  $13.6  million  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  FY2009  operating  budget.  After  the 
original  budget  and  all  subsequent  revisions  were  voted,  the  operating  budget  was  finalized  at  $ 13.8 
million.  In  order  to  cover  this  revenue  shortfall  and  to  balance  the  budget,  the  Finance  Committee 
recommended  and  the  voters  agreed  to  transfer  $195,000  from  certified  free  cash  in  October  of  2008. 
The  Finance  Committee  remains  uncomfortable  with  supplementing  the  operating  budget  with  Free 
Cash  and/or  the  Stabilization  Fund;  however,  we  feel  it  has  been  necessary  to  make  this  decision  in 
order  to  provide  necessary  services  in  the  Town.

The  Finance  Committee  has  the  responsibility  to  oversee  and  approve  requests  from  the  Reserve 
Account.  Town  Departments  request  transfers  from  the  Reserve  Fund  for  unforeseen  and  unexpected 
expenses.  This  saves  time  and  the  expense  of  calling  a special  town  meeting  for  small  needs. 

Transfers  are  made  from  this  fund  by  a vote  of  the  Finance  Committee  when  they  conform  to  the 
requirements  of  the  law,  and  can  only  be  used  for  the  purpose  which  they  were  specifically  transferred. 
In  FY2009,  the  Reserve  Fund  had  a beginning  balance  of  $15,000.  Of  this,  $14,535.11  was  allocated 
during  the  year  to  various  departments  as  detailed  below:

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS 


GENERAL  HIGHWAY 


Along  various  roads,  300  yds  of  a combination  of  rip-rap  and  dense  graded  mix  was  used 
to  repair  washouts  and  other  erosion  problems. 

620  catch  basins  and  85  dropped  inlets  were  cleaned  of  sand,  dirt,  and  leaves. 

All  of  the  Town’s  approximate  385,000  If.  of  paved  roads  were  swept. 

Traffic  safety  lines,  latex,  were  painted  on  approximately  65,000  If  Of  Town  roads. 

All  of  the  Town’s  approximate  10  miles  of  gravel  roads  were  graded  and  shaped.  Gravel 
was  added  on  an  as  needed  basis. 

125  ton  of  bituminous  concrete  and  15  ton  of  cold  patch  were  used  to  repair  delaminating 
pavement. 

Approximately  1.25  miles  of  Maple  Ave.  was  milled  and  paved. 


WINTER  OPERATIONS 


During  Fiscal  year  2009,  there  were  34  snow  and  ice  events  that  involved  crews  being 
sent  out  to  plow  and  treat  roads.  Total  snowfall  was  about  85”,  not  including  any 
precipitation  that  fell  during  the  ice  storm  of  December  1 1,  2008. 

Approximately  63,000  cubic  yards  of  hangers  and  limbs  were  removed  by  the  DPW. 

This  was  due  to  the  extensive  damage  done  by  the  ice  storm  of  December  2008.  As  the 
Town  voted  down  the  borrowing  of  2 million  dollars  for  the  clean-up,  the  department  was 
able  to  clean  most  of  the  town’s  shoulders  and  right  of  ways  by  renting  a forwarder  and 
bucket  truck.  The  total  expense  was  approximately  $63,000.00  and  it  was  not  necessary 
to  borrow. 

As  everyone  knows,  the  ice  storm  crippled  most  of  central  MA  and  the  DPW,  Fire,  and 
Police  employees,  as  well  as  other  state  agencies  and  utilities  worked  tirelessly  and 
virtually  around  the  clock  to  restore  services  and  passages  throughout  the  town. 
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PARKS  AND  CEMETERIES 


During  the  growing  season,  all  of  the  Town’s  approximate  20  acres  of  lawns,  ball  fields, 
all  fields  at  Naquag  Elementary,  Central  Tree  Middle,  and  Glenwood  Schools,  plus  the 
6+  acres  of  cemeteries  are  moved  and  trimmed  at  least  once  a week. 


SEWER 


All  of  the  Town’s  sewer  easements  were  cleared  of  ice  storm  debris  and  also  mowed. 
The  sewer  department,  with  the  help  of  the  DPW,  also  helped  to  clear  debris  from  the 
MWRA  easements  so  our  O&M  charges  could  be  reduced.  There  were  5 easements 
involved  with  this  clean  up  which  reduced  our  O&M  charge  by  several  thousand  dollars. 
It  is  hoped  we  will  be  able  to  continue  this  practice  in  the  future. 

A total  of  13,423  If  of  sewer  lines  were  cleaned  as  well  as  31  manholes  sealed  to  prevent 
inflow  and  63  manholes  cleaned. 

All  pump  stations  are  checked  on  a daily  basis  and  general  maintenance  is  done  both  in 
the  buildings  and  on  the  grounds  of  the  stations. 
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WATER 


The  water  filtration  plant  has  continued  to  perform,  as  designed,  providing  excellent  water  that 
exceeds  all  EPA  and  DEP  requirements  to  the  consumer. 

Rutland’s  water  is  supplied  from  Muschopauge  Pond.  In  this  age  of  security  concerns  for  all 
public  water  supplies,  some  subtle  changes  have  taken  place  to  help  protect  the  supply  being 
Rutland’s  only  source  of  water. 

Muschopauge  Pond  is  Rutland’s  most  precious  resource  and  we  all  share  the  responsibility  for 
conserving  water  wisely  today,  so  there  will  be  water  left  for  future  generations.

Annual  Report;  Rutland  Police  Department  (FY09) 


Fiscal  Year  2009  proved  to  be  extremely  challenging,  due  to  a depressed  economy  and 
the  effects  of  a devastating  ice  storm.  Despite  the  obstacles,  the  officers  and  staff  of  the 
Rutland  Police  Department  were  able  to  deliver  quality  police  services  to  the  members  of 
our  growing  community. 

A reduction  in  state-aid  to  the  communities  of  the  Commonwealth  adversely  affected 
local  budgets  and  the  ability  of  municipal  government  to  provide  basic  required  services. 
Rutland  was  no  exception  to  reduced  aid  and  all  departments  and  boards  were  burdened 
with  the  task  of  doing  more  with  less. 

The  Rutland  Police  Department  not  only  faced  the  financial  restraints  of  level-budgeting, 
but  also  sustained  a 24%  reduction  in  Community  Policing  Grant  funding.  Traditionally, 
these  funds  enabled  our  department  to  provide  community-interaction  programs  and  other 
initiatives  to  strengthen  and  support  our  partnerships  with  residents  and  the  business 
community. 

Among  the  cost-cutting  plans  implemented  was  a change  m the  way  our  officers  received 
required  annual  training.  Instead  of  sending  them  to  the  traditional  classroom  setting 
provided  by  the  Municipal  Police  Training  Academy  in  Boylston,  we  shifted  to  an 
approved  on-line  program  that  virtually  eliminated  overtime  costs.  The  new  method  of 
training  allowed  our  officers  to  accomplish  the  vast  majority  of  training  via  the  Internet 
while  on-duty  in  either  one  or  two-hour  blocks,  depending  on  the  subject  matter  and  daily 
patrol  requirements. 

As  we  entered  the  fall  of  FY09,  our  most  veteran  part-time  officer,  Michael  R.  Stoddard, 
retired  from  police  service  and  subsequently  relocated  to  Vermont.  Mike  Stoddard  was 
alw'ays  among  the  most  reliable  and  dedicated  officers  to  ever  serve  on  the  Rutland 
Police  Department.  He  routinely  volunteered  to  cover  patrol  responsibilities  on  major 
holidays  in  order  to  afford  his  full-time  brothers  with  the  opportunity  to  spend  time  with 
their  families. 
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Mike  was  well  respected  in  the  law  enforcement  community  and  his  retirement  left  a 
tremendous  void  in  our  organization.  His  easy-going,  mentoring  style  made  him  the  ideal 
role  model  for  our  new  officers  to  follow.  Officer  Stoddard’s  contributions  to  this 
department  during  my  tenure  as  chief  will  always  be  remembered  and  appreciated. 
Although  his  retirement  has  taken  him  to  another  state,  he  will  remain  a part  of  this 
organization  for  years  to  come. 

The  ice  storm  of  December  2008  dramatically  affected  the  lives  of  everyone  in  Central 
Massachusetts.  The  Town  of  Rutland  was  among  those  receiving  the  most  devastating 
damage  and  our  Public  Safety  and  Department  of  Public  Works  employees  were  required 
to  deal  with  extraordinary  demands  for  round-the-clock  services  for  a prolonged  period  of 
time. 

During  the  first  two  weeks  following  the  storm,  the  members  of  the  Rutland  Police 
Department  logged  in  over  300  hours  of  overtime  service  in  order  to  adequately  respond 
to  calls  for  police  service.  Luckily,  the  financial  implications  of  the  storm  were 
reimbursable,  due  to  the  subsequent  declaration  of  a “state  of  emergency”  by  both 
Commonwealth  and  federal  authorities. 

The  storm  ultimately  tested  each  local  community’s  ability  to  function  in  the  face  of 
extreme  circumstances.  The  Town  of  Rutland  met  the  challenge  through  the  cooperative, 
dedicated  efforts  of  all  town  employees  and  the  supportive,  appreciative  attitude  of  the 
general  public  during  a truly  difficult  time. 

The  “revolving  door”  associated  with  the  utilization  of  part-time  police  officers  continued 
with  the  departure  of  two  additional  officers,  Richard  G.  Krasinskas  and  David  M.  Shaw. 

Officer  Krasinskas  served  this  department  for  several  years  as  both  a full-time  and  part- 
time  police  officer.  Although  it  was  our  wish  to  retain  him  for  full-time  employment  in 
the  future,  the  uncertainty  of  future  department  expansion  and  an  immediate  job  offer 
with  the  Ayer  Police  Department  lead  to  his  departure. 

The  demands  of  Officer  Shaw’s  full-time  employment  and  family  considerations 
rendered  him  incapable  of  maintaining  the  required  work  schedule  with  our  department. 
He  left  us  voluntarily  with  hopes  of  returning  at  some  later  date. 

.Although  we  lost  three  part-time  officers  during  FY09,  only  one  replacement  officer  was 
appointed  to  our  department,  due  in  part  by  a hiring  freeze  imposed  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  as  a fiscal  restraint. 

Robert  M.  Lemire  joined  veteran  part-time  officers  Christopher  M.  Bailey,  Brendan  P. 
McShea,  John  J.  Foster  and  Travis  W.  McCauley.  Together,  they  augmented  our  full- 
time staff  in  the  delivery  of  police  services,  especially  during  weekends  and  holidays. 
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We  also  attempted  to  achieve  department  growlh  by  applying  for  grant  funding  through 
the  federal  government.  The  COPS  Hiring  Recovery  Program  offered  qualifying 
communities  to  compete  for  funds  that  would  pay  for  the  salary  and  benefits  associated 
with  the  hiring  of  full-time  police  officers  for  the  first  three  years  of  their  employment.  A 
grant  application  for  two  full-time  positions  was  submitted  with  awards  tentatively 
scheduled  for  the  start  of  Fiscal  Year  2010. 

Sgt.  Ronald  C.  Friberg  continued  to  serve  our  department  as  executive  officer  (second-in- 
command)  and  Training  Officer.  He  oversaw  training  of  all  police  personnel,  including 
our  Field  Training  Program  for  new  officers.  In  addition  to  his  supervisory  duties  and 
responsibilities,  Sgt.  Friberg  prepares  and  maintains  our  monthly  duty  schedules. 

Sgt.  Eric  J.  Pearson  supervised  our  Night  Watch,  managed  the  issuance  of  firearms 
permits  and  administered  our  local  registration  and  monitoring  of  sex  offenders.  He  also 
serves  as  a department  firearms  instructor  and  Evidence  Officer.  Sgt.  Pearson  acted  as 
our  lead  instructor  in  our  Field  Training  Program  and  as  such  was  tasked  with  training  all 
newly  appointed  full-time  and  part-time  officers. 

Veteran  full-time  officers  Troy  J.  Chauvin  and  Chris  P.  Giglio  continued  to  perform 
detective  duties  in  addition  to  their  respective  patrol  responsibilities.  Collectively,  they 
enhanced  our  abilities  to  solve  reported  crimes  and  recover  stolen  property.  They  also 
maintained  and  nurtured  a professional  working  relationship  with  the  investigative  units 
in  neighboring  communities  as  well  as  the  Massachusetts  State  Police. 

Officer  Thomas  J.  Downey  continued  to  serve  as  our  department  Senior  Citizen  Advocate 
in  addition  to  his  patrol  duties  and  responsibilities  on  the  Night  Watch.  He  also  took  the 
initiative  to  become  a certified  technician  the  National  Child  Passenger  Safety  Program. 
Officer  Downey  assists  in  the  development  and  implementation  of  our  senior  citizen  and 
child  car  seat  safety  programs. 

Officer  Robert  J.  Marino  frequently  acted  as  our  department  representative  on  the 
Worcester  County'  Regional  Drug  & Counter  Crime  Task  Force.  Our  involvement  with 
that  entity  not  only  made  resources  available  to  our  community,  but  also  allowed  us  to 
receive  financial  reimbursement,  via  federal  grant-funding,  for  Rutland  Police  manpower 
devoted  to  narcotics  enforcement.  Officer  Marino  was  primarily  assigned  to  the  Morning 
Watch  as  a patrol  officer. 

Officer  Nicholas  A.  Monaco  also  performed  patrol  duties  on  the  Morning  Watch. 
Although  the  newest  member  of  our  full-time  staff,  he  has  quickly  established  himself  as 
a model  police  officer.  During  his  relatively  short  tenure.  Officer  Monaco  has 
demonstrated  outstanding  decision-making,  interpersonal  and  report  writing  skills.  His 
reliability  and  dedication  to  duty  have  already  identified  him  as  a viable  candidate  for  a 
future  leadership  role. 
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Often  overlooked  are  the  many  administrative  tasks  performed  by  our  department 
secretary,  Nancy  P.  McKenzie.  In  addition  to  preparing  payroll,  processing  departmental 
expenditures  and  maintaining  employee  records,  she  routinely  assists  in  the  maintenance 
of  our  public  safety  information  network,  maintains  our  court  calendar  and  assists  in 
departmental  budgeting.  She  also  processes  law  enforcement  and  civilian  requests  for 
records,  assists  in  the  distribution  of  finalized  firearms  permits  and  bills  vendors  for 
private  duty  details. 

Although  her  40-  hour  per  week  position  was  budgeted  with  absolutely  no  allowance  for 
overtime,  Nancy  routinely  exceeded  the  limitations  of  her  work  week,  with  no 
expectation  of  additional  compensation,  in  order  to  meet  the  needs  of  our  department. 

She  would  frequently  respond  to  the  station  from  home  (on  her  own  time)  in  order  to  get 
a head  start  on  required  paperwork  or  to  assist  a fellow  employee  with  a computer  issue. 
She  remains  a valuable  and  trusted  member  of  this  organization. 

The  Rutland  Police  Department  was  able  to  provide  a variety  of  community  policing 
programs  during  FY09  via  grant-funding  obtained  through  the  Executive  Office  of  Public 
Safety  and  Security  (EOPSS).  Local  programs  presented  included  the  following:

Our  community  policing  initiatives  were  limited  during  FY09,  due  to  a stale-mandated 
24%  reduction  in  grant-funding.  As  a result,  we  were  unable  to  offer  as  many  programs 
as  compared  to  previous  years.  Grant  funding  originally  earmarked  for  professional 
career  development  (i.e.  executive  training  at  the  annual  lACP  Conference  in  San  Diego, 
CA)  was  reallocated  to  support  local  programs. 

Our  department  maintained  and  nurtured  our  professional  relationships  with  the 
Municipal  Police  Training  Committee  (MPTC),  the  Massachusetts  State  Police,  the 
Office  of  District  Attorney  Joseph  D.  Early,  Jr.,  the  Worcester  County  Sheriffs 
Department,  the  New  England  State  Police  Information  Network  (NESPIN)  and  the 
municipal  police  departments  of  our  contiguous  communities. 

We  also  maintained  a close  working  relationship  with  our  local  schools  and  the 
Wachusett  Regional  School  District. 

As  always,  1 would  be  remiss  if  I did  not  acknowledge  the  Massachusetts  Chiefs  of  Police 
Association  (MCOPA),  the  Central  Massachusetts  Chiefs  of  Police  Association 
(CMCOPA)  and  the  International  Association  of  Chiefs  of  Police  (lACP)  for  their 
support,  encouragement,  guidance  and  access  to  contemporary  thought  and  technology. 
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The  Town  of  Rutland  continues  to  offer  an  exceptional  quality  of  life  and  a relatively  low 
crime  rate.  Increases  in  calls  for  service  and  crimes  in  general  were  proportionate  to  the 
continued  growth  of  our  population. 

On  behalf  of  the  officers  and  staff  of  the  Rutland  Police  Department,  I would  like  to 
thank  the  citizens,  business  owners  and  local  government  officials  for  their  continued 
support.  We  remain  dedicated  to  protecting  and  serving  the  Towm  of  Rutland  to  the  best 
of  our  ability.

DOG  BITES!  This  year  showed  an  increase  in  bites  and  alleged  attacks. 
Fortunately,  none  were  extremely  serious.  I understand  that  when  you  have  been  bitten, 
it  is  painful  and  most  often  results  in  medical  care.  If  you  know  a particular  dog  may  be 
aggressive,  it  would  make  sense  to  avoid  that  dog’s  area.  Yes,  public  streets  allow  you 
the  right  to  walk  on  them,  but  consider  your  own  safety  first.  Notify  us  if  you  know  of  a 
potential  problem. 

One  case  that  comes  to  mind  is  in  the  Summerhill  / Sumac  area  where  several 
people  have  been  chased  by  a dog  that  now  has  a companion  dog  with  it.  This  has  been 
going  on  for  an  extremely  long  time.  By  the  time  we  get  a call  and  can  respond,  the  dog 
is  no  longer  around  the  area.  This  situation  makes  me  feel  that  we  need  a total  leash  law. 

The  Rabies  cases  are  on  the  rise  in  the  Holden  area  and  other  towns  around  us. 
With  spring  coming,  more  and  more  wild  animals  will  be  out  looking  for  food.  PLEASE 
ST  A Y A WA  Y FROM  THEMl  They  can  inflict  serious  injury  to  you.  A bear  interested  in 
a bird  feeder  can  be  extremely  dangerous.  Also  a warning  about  moose  - they  can  attack 
you  if  upset  and  you  cannot  outrun  them.  Again,  stay  away. 

Please  have  your  dogs  licensed  if  you  have  not  done  so  and  have  their  tags  on 
them.  It  is  a good  idea  to  have  your  phone  number  on  the  collar  - write  it  in  marker  on 
the  inside  of  the  collar.  This  will  help  get  your  dog  back  more  quickly.  If  your  dog  or  cat 
is  missing,  call  and  report  it  to  508-886-2123.  Do  not  call  the  Animal  Control  Officer’s 
home  phone  as  your  call  may  not  be  received  in  a timely  manner  - these  positions  are 
only  part-time.  All  calls  concerning  animals  should  be  directed  to  that  same  number  and 
they  will  contact  us. 

If  you  are  bitten  by  a dog  or  cat,  your  doctor  or  hospital  should  notify  us  as  well 
as  the  Rutland  Board  of  Health  immediately.  Many  bites  have  gone  unreported  until  well 
over  the  required  quarantine  time.  This  could  result  in  a serious  problem  if  ever  a bite 
was  from  a rabid  animal.  It  is  important  the  animal  is  placed  under  quarantine  as  soon  as 
possible.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

Including  Emergency  Ambulance  and  Forest  Fire  Warden 

(July  1,  2008  to  June  30,  2009) 

The  major  event  during  this  fiscal  year  time  period  that  tested  our 
personnel  and  resources  was  the  Ice  Storm  of  2008.  The  storm  hit  us 
starting  the  night  of  December  1 1,  2008  and  continued  through  the  next 
day.  The  devastation  throughout  the  Town  was  overwhelming.  For  many 
hours  all  of  our  streets  were  impassable.  Electric  service  was  lost  to  the 
entire  Town.  Many  people  traveling  through  Rutland  to  other  towns  were 
not  able  to  move  on  the  roadways  and  had  to  spend  the  night  at  the  fire 
station.  Emergency  responses  required  having  tree  cutting  personnel 
work  ahead  of  us.  Early  on  I requested  that  the  Selectmen  declare  a 
Town  state  of  emergency  due  to  the  extensive  damage  throughout  the 
area.  I established  our  Emergency  Operations  Center  (EOC)  which 
continued  in  operation  for  about  two  weeks.  Our  fire  and  ambulance 
personnel  were  in  full  action  throughout  the  days  ahead  along  with 
numerous  other  town  employees  and  volunteers.  We  did  have  instances 
where  we  had  to  proceed  on  foot  to  reach  emergency  locations  due  to 
downed  trees  and  wires  preventing  vehicle  access.  As  we  tried  to 
calculate  the  amount  of  damage,  it  was  clear  early  on  this  would  require 
a monumental  recovery  response.  Help  was  requested  in  large  amounts 
through  our  emergency  resources  plan,  through  MEMA  (Massachusetts 
Emergency  Management  Agency),  other  State  agencies  and  through  our 
mutual-aid  system.  With  the  power  outage  continuing  town-wide  for  days 
and  the  amount  of  ice  damage,  the  crews  needed  to  perform  the  tasks  for 
recovery  were  cycled  in  and  out  and  rotated  with  others  to  complete  the 
work  necessary'  to  get  back  to  near  normal.  We  had  the  support  of  the 
Fire  Brigade  for  needed  supplies  at  the  fire  station.  We  determined  the 
adverse  conditions  would  carry  on  for  many  days,  so  there  was  a need  to 
open  a shelter  for  our  citizens  and  our  C.E.R.T.  team  took  on  that  task. 
They  were  resourceful  in  getting  the  needed  equipment  and  supplies, 
some  of  which  we  keep  in  storage  and  many  others  acquired  from  local 
and  area  outside  sources.  We  kept  the  multitude  of  various  crews 
working  in  town  feed,  as  best  possible,  at  the  fire  station  for  almost  two 
weeks  as  the  power  was  restored  step  by  step  to  all  homes  in  town.  We 
thank  all  for  doing  a great  job  of  getting  the  work  done,  helping  their 
neighbors  and  bringing  everything  back  to  our  normal  routine.  The  fire 
fighters,  EMTs,  C.E.R.T.  members,  volunteers,  all  town  workers  and 
others  who  continued  throughout  the  storm  event  to  return  as  close  as 
possible  to  normal.  All  the  details  of  the  storm  and  associated  recovery^ 
work  is  contained  in  reports  completed  for  the  state  and  federal  agencies 
and  are  filed  and  stored  at  the  DPW. 
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We  continually  review  our  personnel  and  resources  for  our  ability 
to  respond  to  calls  for  assistance.  With  our  annual  budget  appropriation 
and  our  capital  plan  as  a guide,  we  try  to  keep  our  apparatus  and 
equipment  up-dated  to  meet  the  ever  changing  demands.  Specialized 
equipment  we  are  able  to  acquire  through  various  funding  sources  is 
always  a tremendous  asset  in  accomplishing  our  tasks  safely.  In  addition 
to  responding  to  emergency  calls,  the  Fire  Department  also  provides 
various  public  service  responses,  fire  prevention  inspections,  public 
safety  education,  safety  code  regulation  enforcement,  emergency 
management  preparation,  homeland  security  preparedness  and  other 
public  service  activities.  . We  continue  to  work  on  sharing  services  with 
other  Towns  for  more  efficient  operations  and  hopefully  at  lower  costs. 

With  the  heavy  damage  from  the  ice  storm,  the  State  DEP  reviewed 
the  open  burning  start  date.  We  were  allowed  to  start  about  three  weeks 
earlier  than  the  normal  Jan.  15^  start.  The  open  air  burning  program 
was  heavily  used  through  this  season  by  many  townspeople.  The  basic 
guidelines  are  the  same,  ‘ - the  burning  of  brush  and  forest  debris  only',  ‘ 
- no  grass,  no  leaves,  no  stumps,  no  other  materials  ’ The  normal  time 
period  remains  from  Januar^'^  15^  through  May  Forest  Fire  activity 
from  July  1 through  June  30  is  as  follows: 

• 15  brush,  grass  or  forest  fires 

• 6 Mutual-Aid  requests  to  brush  or  forest  fires 

• 2722  open  air  burning  permits  issued 

Forest,  grass  and  brush  fires  generally  occur  in  the  spring  and  fall 
seasons.  We  work  closely  with  the  District  #8  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  the 
State  Bureau  of  Forest  Fire  Control.  The  fire  department  officers  are 
appointed  as  Deputy  Forest  Wardens  and  we  thank  them  for  their  help. 

We  responded  to  the  following  emergencies,  public  safety  incidents 
and  other  requests  from  July  1 through  June  30:

• 1 bomb  threat

Permit  and  inspection  fees  totaled  $ 7,350.00. 

Receipts  from  ambulance  services  billing  totaled  $ 248,198.06. 

Training  is  a very  important  part  of  our  team-work  and  continuing 
knowledge  of  accomplishing  our  tasks.  In-house  training  sessions  are 
generally  on  Monday  nights  and  some  classes  are  provided  in 
conjunction  with  the  Massachusetts  Fire  Fighting  Academy.  During  the 
year  we  have  provided  training  in  search  and  rescue,  forcible  entry, 
ventilation,  live  fires,  fire  fighting  procedures,  apparatus  operation, 
personnel  protection,  first  aid,  CPR,  personal  health  and  administrative 
procedures.  Preparations  to  protect  our  citizens  from  weapons  of  mass 
destruction  and  terrorism  threats  have  continued  to  be  topics  we  train 
in.  Although  those  challenges  may  not  be  clear,  we  work  on  basic 
response  plans  and  gain  as  much  knowledge  as  possible.  We  also  train 
with  our  surrounding  towns  to  better  coordinate  mutual-aid  operations 
for  major  incidents.  We  take  advantage  of  training  sessions  provided  by 
the  Massachusetts  Fire  Fighting  Academy,  the  National  Fire  Academy 
and  other  sources  available  to  us.  We  appreciate  our  personnel  taking 
time  to  sharpen  their  skills.  New  members  are  encouraged  to  attend 
regional  Fire  Fighter  I programs  to  acquire  their  baseline  skills  and  our 
emergency  medical  training  program  (EMS)  continues  throughout  the 
year.  All  of  our  EMTs  are  on  continuing  education  re-certification 
schedules  and  this  has  them  taking  classes  and  practical  sessions  here 
in  Rutland,  as  well  as  other  locations  throughout  the  State.  We 
appreciate  their  commitment. 
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We  have  continued  to  apply  for  and  be  awarded  S.A.F.E.  (Student 
Awareness  of  Fire  Safety)  grant  funding  to  help  promote  our  fire  safety 
education  programs.  We  provide  fire  safety  education  in  our  schools 
where  the  education  of  our  youth  is  our  best  opportunity  to  protect 
against  fire  and  other  emergencies.  We  have  also  provided  fire  safety 
programs  to  our  older  citizens  and  the  general  public  through  many 
training  forums.  Our  firefighter/ EMTs  do  a wonderful  job  of  working  with 
the  students  and  all  of  our  citizens  to  deliver  these  important  messages. 

Our  emergency  responses  and  operational  procedures  are  handled 
through  our  department  officers.  Under  the  Fire  Chief  the  following 
officers  assist  in  the  operation  of  the  Fire  Department;  Deputies  David  W. 
Root,  Kevin  R.  McCarthy;  Captains  Jeffrey  K.  Lowe  and  Darren  M.  Ross; 
Lieutenants  Mark  A.  Briand,  Philip  J.  Preston,  and  Michael  R.  Stoddard, 
Jr..  On  the  ambulance  side  of  our  operations:  Senior  EMT/P  - Paul 
Newcomb,  also  the  ALS  Coordinator,  and  Lieutenant  Paul  D.  Willson, 
along  with  the  paramedics  being  their  respective  shift  supervisor.  While 
we  are  fortunate  to  have  some  full-time  positions,  the  major  composition 
of  our  department  is  ‘on-call’,  meaning  our  responders  leave  their  homes 
or  work  to  answer  emergency  calls.  All  of  our  personnel  continue  to  work 
on  various  goals  for  the  department  to  better  serve  our  citizens,  training, 
fire  safety  education,  department  structure,  operational  sendees  and 
updating  our  long  range  capital  needs  plan.  We  encourage  people  to 
become  fire  fighters  and/or  ambulance  EMTs.  The  work  is  rewarding  in 
helping  your  neighbor  and  you  will  be  filling  a vital  role  within  the 
community.  If  you  are  interested,  please  stop  by  and  see  us. 

Our  C.E.R.T.  (Citizens  Emergency  Response  Team)  group, 
organized  under  Federal  Homeland  Security  Guidelines,  continues  to  be 
an  active  group.  They  continue  to  train  regularly  and  are  available  to 
provide  assistance  where  needed.  This  group  helps  in  their  respective 
neighborhoods  as  well  as  with  our  emergency  public  safety  services.  The 
basic  premise  of  C.E.R.T.  is  training  to  help  yourself  (your  family)  and 
then  your  neighbors  in  case  of  a major  catastrophic  event.  If  you  would 
like  to  become  a member  of  the  group  call  the  fire  station.  The  entire 
group  that  worked  during  the  ice  storm  did  a great  job  and  was  very 
much  appreciated. 

Our  fire  tanker  as  well  as  our  engine /pumper  have  fit  into  our 
operating  program  very  well  and  are  great  assets  to  our  work.  They  are 
our  first  response  units  for  emergency  calls  and  are  serving  the  town  very 
well. 


We  received  our  new  ambulance  in  August.  It  has  worked  ver>^  well 
and  will  provide  service  for  several  years  into  the  future.  Our  ambulance 
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continues  to  be  busy  and  serves  the  citizens  well.  We  have  full-time 
personnel  on  scheduled  coverage  from  06:00  to  24:00  and  on-call 
personnel  from  0:00  to  06:00,  seven  days  a week.  This  is  a level  of  service 
1 believe  should  be  available  to  our  citizens  given  our  demographics, 
proximity  to  hospitals  and  resources  available.  We  continue  to  work 
toward  full-time  coverage  as  requested  in  the  State  regulations.  We  are 
appreciative  of  the  work  done  by  our  full-time  personnel  and  the 
continued  work  of  our  on-call  personnel  who  help  staff  the  ambulance  on 
a regular  basis. 

The  Rutland  Volunteer  Fire  Brigade,  Inc.  is  an  active  community 
support  group.  The  Brigade  continues  with  purchases  of  equipment  and 
supplies  for  the  department.  The  Brigade  continues  to  support  many 
other  community  events  and  programs  that  add  to  the  quality  of  life  here. 
We  thank  the  Fire  Brigade  for  their  continued  support  with  the 
purchases  of  fire  fighting  equipment,  training  equipment,  support  for 
open  houses  and  community  events,  as  well  as  the  continued  purchases 
of  refreshments  at  major  fires  and  other  incidents. 

We  truly  appreciate  the  work  done  by  the  people  who  make  this 
department  function.  They  respond  to  emergency  calls  at  any  given 
moment  whether  on  duty,  leaving  work,  leaving  family,  leaving  meals  or 
waking  from  sleep  to  help  a neighbor  in  need.  We  also  thank  their 
families  for  the  support  and  understanding  they  give.  Further  we  want  to 
thank  the  citizens  of  Rutland  for  supporting  our  efforts  so  we  are  able  to 
help  you  in  times  of  need.

The  Rutland  Communications  Center  operates  24  hours  a day,  365 
days  a year,  handling  all  9-1-1  and  other  emergency  calls,  business  calls  and 
dispatch  functions  for  police,  fire,  emergency  medical  services  as  well  as 
animal  control.  Into  this  year  we  have  dispatched  for  the  communities  of 
Rutland  and  Oakham.  This  fiscal  year  we  have  added  Hubbardston  into  this 
operation.  The  demands  on  the  Communications  Center  continue  to  steadily 
increase  during  the  past  years  no  only  as  a direct  result  of  the  increases  in 
populations  in  our  communities,  but  also  to  the  requests  our  citizens  put  on 
public  ser\'ices. 

We  ha\'e  explored  with  other  Towns  to  further  the  regional  dispatch 
system,  this  fiscal  year  we  worked  at  length  and  closely  with  Hubbardston 
to  bring  them  into  the  operation.  Hubbardston  was  facing  a budget  shortfall 
in  their  public  safety  service  operation  and  needed  to  find  an  alternative  to 
overcome  the  problem.  We  had  many  items  to  find  solutions  to  so  we  could 
bring  their  dispatch  service  here.  After  a great  deal  of  hard  work  putting  all 
the  technical  and  operational  parts  together,  we  were  able  to  begin 
dispatching  for  Hubbardston  on  April  1,  2009.  We  continue  to  work  on 
various  items  that  will  improve  our  service  to  all  citizens  in  the  group.  The 
plan  is  to  continue  making  improvements  to  the  benefit  of  our  towns  and 
additional  towns  in  the  future. 

Our  computer  based  E-91  1 system  is  provided  by  the  Statewide 
Telecommunications  Board.  Funding  is  provided  by  those  telephone 
subscribers  who  are  charged  for  their  information  calls. 

Technological  advances  have  changed  the  nature  of  the  job  we  do. 
Dispatchers  are  trained  in  all  aspects  of  emergency  service  protocol  as  well 
as  in  the  use  of  public  safety  software.  All  dispatchers  are  certified  E 9-1-1 
and  LEAPS  operators,  and  they  add  to  their  knowledge  with  on  the  job 
performance  and  experience.  The  training  and  experience  combination  is 
invaluable  to  the  Communications  Center.  The  job  of  dispatching  has 
evoked  from  the  perceived  clerical  position  into  a professional,  highly 
trained  career.  The  SETB  is  offering  academies  for  dispatch  training. 
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We  must  continue  to  stress  that  9-1-1  is  for  EMERGENCY  CALLS 
ONL  Y.  All  other  business  calls  should  be  made  on  non-emergency  lines. 
When  calling  9-1-1  with  an  emergency,  the  dispatchers  are  required  to 
verify  the  information  they  receive  on  the  screen.  When  calling  9-1-1  be 
prepared  to  give  the  dispatcher  all  pertinent  information.  This  is  important 
because  a computer  based  error  of  the  wrong  information  could  result  in  a 
delayed  response  of  emergency  personnel.  Enhanced  9-1-1  also  provides  a 
screen  indicator  for  various  disabilities.  If  you  or  a family  member  has  a 
disability,  please  request  a disability  indicator  form  from  us  so  our  9-1-1 
coordinator  will  get  the  information  into  the  system  for  reference  in  case  of 
an  emergency  request.  This  information  is  confidential  and  used  only  by  the 
emergency  responding  units. 

We  continue  to  emphasize  having  your  house  number  clearly  in  view. 
Our  Town  By-Law  requires  you  to  clearly  mark  your  dwelling  with  six  inch 
or  larger  black  numbers.  This  helps  responding  emergency  personnel  locate 
you  as  quickly  as  possible.  If  your  dwelling  is  located  away  from  the  road, 
out  of  sight,  you  must  also  display  your  dwelling  number  on  your  mailbox 
or  other  permanent  fixture  at  your  driveway  entrance.  Valuable  time  is  lost 
if  emergency  personnel  cannot  quickly  and  easily  locate  your  house.  We 
also  urge  all  residents  to  complete  the  Town  Census  information,  as  this 
information  provides  us  with  an  important  reference  tool  in  emergencies. 

We  will  continue  to  make  every  effort  to  provide  courteous,  efficient 
and  professional  serx  ice  to  all  with  whom  we  come  in  contact.  It  is  through 
direct  lines  ol' communication  that  we  are  able  to  enhance  the  public  safety 
operations  in  the  communities  that  we  serx  e.  If  there  are  any  concerns  from 
citizens,  please  call  and  we  will  do  our  best  to  resolxe  that  concern.

Annual  Report  FY  2009 


Rutland  Recreation  continues  to  grow  and  thrive  with  the  population  of  the  town.  The 
Committee  wishes  to  thank  everyone  who  supports  our  continued  success. 

The  Safe  Place  at  Naquag  Elementary  School  and  The  Clubhouse  at  Glenwood 
Elementary  School  were  the  homes  to  our  before  and  after  school  program.  These  2 
locations  serviced  the  needs  of  more  than  1 25  Emilies  with  a staff  of  20  adults 
(19qualified  staff  and  1 aide). 

Summer  always  brings  lots  of  excitement  and  activity!  During  the  Fourth  of  July 
festivities,  the  Doll  Carriage  and  Bike  Parade  showcased  100+  children  proudly 
displaying  their  creations.  Muddy  Worms  and  More  (fun  and  silly  games  at  and  around 
the  pool)  was  offered  once  again  to  the  weekend  celebratioiL  Summer  Fun,  Rutland 
Rascals,  Cheering,  Dance  and  the  Counselor  in  Training  (CIT)  programs  were  at  the 
Community  Center  for  4 weeks  in  July.  New  to  Summer  Fun  this  year  was  a week  of 
field  trips  for  children  entering  the  grades  and  also  a week  of  CSI.  Both  programs 
were  a big  hit  with  that  age  group.  Many  children  take  part  in  these  programs  that  were 
led  by  30  full  and  part-time  counselors  and  25  CITs.  Throughout  the  summer,  we  offered 
sports  camps  to  appeal  to  the  interests  of  many  of  Rutland’s  youth  with  US  Sports 
Institute.  The  pool  offered  a refi’eshing  place  to  go  to  many  resident  and  non-resident 
families  who  purchased  season  or  day  pool  passes,  and  many  children  participated  in 
morning  and  afternoon  American  Red  Cross  swim  lessons.  Once  again,  people  were  able 
to  rent  the  pool  for  private  parties,  and  this  was  well  received  with  9 bookings.  The  pool 
was  staffed  with  5 full-time  lifeguard/water  safety  instructors  and  3 part-time  junior 
lifeguards. 

Under  the  Learning  Tree  after  school  enrichment  programs  kicked  off  the  school  year 
with  a variety  of  programs  for  school  age  youngsters.  We  were  pleased  to  see  many 
children  participate  in  cheerleading,  dodgeball.  Supersports,  Mad  Science,  floor  hockey 
and  baseball  and  softball  batting  practice.  Extra  time  was  given  for  children  with  special 
needs  to  learn  the  basics  of  baseball  batting.  A new  program  that  begin  in  the  fall  was 
tennis,  introduced  at  a basic  level. 

Winter  basketball  was  well  attended  as  boys  and  girls  fi-om  kindergarten  through  8^ 
grade  play  on  teams  in  town.  For  children  in  5‘*’-8*'’  grade,  teams  were  mixed  with 
children  from  Paxton  and  Princeton.  Again  this  year  an  hour  was  added  on  for  children 
with  special  needs  to  enjoy  the  game  of  basketball  with  a family  member/friend  for 
children  from  Rutland  and  surrounding  towns.  A girls’  basketball  league  with  Paxton  ran 
again  for  5^-8*^  grade  girls.  A men’s  over-30  basketball  league  ran  a 3"^^^  successful  year 
and  brought  in  10  teams  from  local  towns.  The  Central  Tree  Middle  School  Ski  Program 
at  Wachusett  Mountain  continues  to  thrive  each  year  as  students  at  CTMS  take  eidvantage 
of  this  opportunity  to  improve  their  skiing/snowboarding  skills.  Men’s  Drop-In 
Basketball  and  Co-Ed  Volleyball  continued  to  be  well  attended.  People  throughout  town 
joined  Rutland  Recreation  on  a New  York  City  trip  in  December  with  a full  bus  of  50. 
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The  Family  Skate  Day  was  moved  indoors  for  a 3^**  year  to  a rink  in  Gardner  and  was  a 
hit  with  1 50+  people  enjoying  free  rentals,  skating  time  and  snacks. 

The  annual  Easter  Egg  Hunt  was  held  in  the  rain/fog  with  children  gathering  thousands  of 
eggs  at  the  Community  Center  to  kick  off  the  spring!  The  track  program  showcased  the 
developing  talents  of  20+  6*-8**’  grade  runners.  New  this  year  a spring  track 
developmental  program  for  children  in  grades  brought  to  the  Community  Center 

25  eager-to-learn  kids. 

We  continued  to  offer  many  activities  for  adults  as  well  as  for  the  town’s  youth. 

Aerobics,  Yoga  and  FitBlitz  classes  were  offered  at  the  Community  Center  each  week. 
They  continue  to  be  offered  early  morning  and  early  evening  to  fit  people’s  busy 
schedules. 

Rutland  Recreation  remains  committed  to  providing  quality  recreational  opportunities 
and  employment  opportunities  for  the  residents  of  Rutland.  The  Committee  believes  that 
recreational  opportunities  are  an  integral  part  of  family  life  and  community  involvement 
in  Rutland.  We  will  continue  to  respond  to  the  needs  and  desires  of  Rutland  residents  by 
adding,  increasing  or  altering  community  programs  as  dictated  by  the  voices  of  our 
community.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  RUTLAND  COUNCIL  ON  AGING 
Fiscal  Year  Ending  June  30,  2009 

The  Board  of  Directors  for  the  Council  on  Aging  added  Bernice  Anderson  and  Greg 
Steffon  in  July/August  2008. 

Sharon  Berndt  became  the  Director  for  the  Council  on  Aging  on  November  4,  2008  after 
the  retirement  of  Nancy  Burbank.  Sharon  was  selected  from  several  strong  candidates. 
The  COA  Director  Search  Committee  included  board  members  and  Rutland  Police  Officer 
Tom  Downey.  The  Board  sincerely  appreciates  all  of  Officer  Downe/s  assistance  as  our 
liaison  with  the  police  department,  but  his  offer  of  assistance  in  this  process  was  above 
and  beyond  the  scope  of  his  responsibilities  and  should  be  duly  noted. 

The  unprecedented  Ice  Storm  on  December  11,  2008  put  our  new  Director  to  the  test 
just  one  month  into  the  new  job.  Sharon  and  Carol  Boucher,  our  Outreach  Worker,  did 
a tremendous  job  of  servicing  our  senior  population  while  they  too  were  personally 
dealing  with  the  crisis  situation.  They  coordinated  with  the  Rutland  Fire  Department  to 
make  sure  that  at-risk  seniors  were  checked  on  during  the  extended  power  outage.  In 
addition,  they  drove  seniors  to  and  from  the  shelter  and  the  food  pantry  for  emergency 
provisions,  provided  emergency  transportation  for  seniors  to/from  Worcester,  helped 
deliver  Meals  on  Wheels,  and  were  in  the  office  to  check  on  phone  calls  while  town 
offices  were  closed  due  to  the  extended  power  outage.  The  crisis  prompted  the 
development  of  a new  emergency  help  form  and  an  update  of  MERGE  and  File  of  Life 
information  for  seniors.  Sharon  and  Carol  attended  a class  on  emergency  preparedness 
and  distributed  information  booklets  to  seniors. 

The  Friends  of  the  COA  continue  to  support  a variety  of  ongoing  activities  and  programs 
for  the  Council. 

The  COA  provided  a variety  of  services,  programs,  activities  and  events  to  1,173  seniors 
and  their  families/caregivers  this  past  year.  In  addition  to  the  Central  Tree  News,  the 
Council's  monthly  newsletter  for  seniors,  information  about  the  COA's  activities  and 
services  was  provided  through  our  local  Cable  TV,  The  Holden  Landmark,  the  Worcester 
Telegram  and  Gazette  and  the  Rutland  Town  Web  Site,  www.townofrutland.org. 

Services  offered  to  seniors  included  AARP  tax  assistance.  Visiting  Nurse  Association  flu 
clinic,  Worcester  Community  Action  Council  fuel  assistance,  legal  assistance  through 
Legal  Assistance  Corporation  of  Central  Massachusetts,  Veteran's  Homestead,  Senior 
Safety  program,  and  SCM  Elderbus  provided  transportation  for  medical  appointments 
and  shopping  at  a reduced  rate. 

Elder  Services  of  Worcester  continued  a congregate  meal  program,  offered  weekdays 
under  the  direction  of  Janet  Swenson  and  long-time  volunteer  Marge  Taipale.  Meals  are 
delivered  daily  to  homebound  seniors  through  Meals  on  Wheels.  We  are  grateful  for  the 
continued  efforts  of  our  volunteer  drivers  that  make  this  program  possible. 

A variety  of  other  programs  were  offered  with  the  assistance  of  Fallon  Community 
Health  Plan,  Blue  Cross/Blue  Shield  MA,  SHINE  (Serving  the  Health  Information  Needs  of 
Elders),  Social  Security,  Evercare,  RSVP  program  of  Family  services  of  Central 
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Massachusetts,  and  Senior  Care  Options.  Outreach  worker,  Carol  Boucher,  worked 
extremely  hard  to  establish  a monthly  Diabetes  support  group  which  continues  to  grow. 
Other  notable  events  this  year  included  a COA  Board  sponsored  Cup  Cake  Open  House 
on  November  19,  2008,  the  annual  Central  Tree  Middle  School  holiday  breal^st  in 
December  2008,  a Honky  Tonk  music  program  on  January  21,  2009,  a visit  from  the 
Worcester  Men's  Singers,  The  Rutland  Cultural  Council  awarded  a grant  for  the  March 
12,  2009  program  "A  Great  Day  for  the  Irish",  featuring  Irish  songs  sung  by  Ruth 
Harcovitz,  a May  Day  Tea,  and  the  Wachusett  Regional  High  School  "Senior"  Prom. 
Police  Officer  Tom  Downey,  our  advocate  for  the  senior  population,  made  arrangements 
with  the  Rutland  Police  Department  and  provided  our  seniors  with  a Christmas  Party  on 
December  11,  2008  with  music  by  "The  Main  Event"  and  a spaghetti  dinner  on  March 
28,  2009. 

Ongoing  activities  include  bowling,  computer  class,  walking  club,  pitch,  exercise  classes, 
knitting  group,  BINGO,  scrapbooking,  painting,  the  satellite  library,  and  medical 
equipment  lending  in  conjunction  with  the  Rutland  LIONS  Club.  New  to  the  COA  this 
year  was  the  addition  of  cable  television  service  to  the  Community  Center  through 
Charter  Communications,  a Wii  entertainment  system  donated  by  the  Friends  of  the 
Council  on  Aging,  an  MAB  vision  program  sponsored  by  the  Rutland  LIONS  Club  with 
transportation  for  seniors,  and  a database  upgrade. 

The  COA  continues  to  reach  out  to  our  senior  population  by  coordinating 
services/activities/programs,  making  scheduled  home  visits,  and  providing  assistance  to 
caregivers.  The  trend  this  year  is  toward  a significant  increase  in  requests  for  outreach 
services.  Baby  boomers  are  beginning  to  turn  60,  seniors  are  moving  in  with  children 
and  need  help  adjusting,  and  transportation  continues  to  be  an  important  issue. 

We  wish  to  extend  a sincere  thank  you  to  all  of  the  volunteers  who  offer  their  time 
and  effort  to  support  our  senior  population  throughout  the  year. 

Board  meetings  are  held  at  the  Community  Center  every  third  Wednesday  of  the  month 
at  7:00  P.M.

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Report  of  the  Planning  Board  - FY  2009 


The  business  of  the  Planning  Board  has  been  steady  throughout  this  year.  The  Board 
continues  to  refine  its  subdivision  process,  utilizing  its  professional  staff  and  consultant 
engineering  firm,  and  paying  particular  attention  to  specific  conditions  of  approval  for 
subdivisions  and  special  permits.  As  land  for  development  becomes  more  limited, 
developers  are  submitting  designs  that  challenge  our  regulations.  The  Board  has  approved 
language  to  the  regulations  which  disallow  boulevard  style  entrances  to  proposed 
subdivisions.  The  revision  process  should  be  completed  by  the  end  of  the  calendar  year. 

The  Planning  Board  has  approved  one  submission  for  a new  subdivision  for  a total  of  101 
lots.  It  has  also  approved  an  amended  subdivision  of  38  lots.  The  Board  has  reviewed  and 
approved  12  special  permits  for  Estate  lots.  Also,  the  Planning  Board  has  reviewed  and 
approved  2 special  permits  for  Common  Drives. 

The  Board  has  also  reviewed  and  endorsed  numerous  “approval  not  required”  (ANR) 
plans. 

The  Board  has  held  public  hearings  on  all  subdivision  plan  submissions  and  continues  to 
conduct  many  site  walks  at  proposed  subdivisions,  as  well  as  subdivisions  under 
construction,  as  part  of  our  review  process. 

The  Planning  Board  has  completed  the  revision  and  updating  of  the  Town’s  Official 
Zoning  Map.  This  process  includes  the  latest  GIS  technology.  The  map  has  been 
approved  at  Town  meeting. 

The  bylaw  subcommittee  of  the  Planning  Board  continues  to  work  on  writing  new  needed 
bylaws  and  revision  of  existing  outdated  ones.  The  concentration  of  the  subcommittee  is 
writing  a Town  Center  business  district  bylaw  and  surveying  the  area  around  the  town 
center  for  possible  rezoning.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


FISCAL  YEAR  2009 


The  Board  met  regularly  on  every  other  Monday  of  each  month.  Scott  Gilroy  was 
elected  Chairman  of  the  Board,  with  Karin  Leonard  as  Vice-Chairperson  and  Nathan 
Locke  as  Clerk.  The  Board  employed  Randy  Mizereck  as  an  agent  to  monitor  perc  tests 
and  to  perform  other  inspections  during  the  year.  Randy  Mizereck  was  present  for  over  30 
perc  tests  and  200  inspections  during  the  year.  The  Board  also  employed  Randy  Mizereck 
to  review  over  60  septic  system  designs.  VNA  Care  Network,  Inc.  was  employed  for 
nursing  services  for  the  elderly  and  needy. 

The  Board  has  investigated  various  health  code  violations  and  overseen  well  and 
septic  system  installations,  repairs,  and  improvements.  There  are  areas  of  special  concern 
within  the  Town  that  consume  much  of  the  Board’s  time  and  energy  throughout  the  year. 

The  Board  monitored  the  town’s  contracts  for  waste  removal  with  hauler’s  and  with 
Wheelabrator  in  order  to  maintain  the  proper  level  to  protect  the  town’s  rate. 

The  Board  consulted  with  the  State  Department  of  Environmental  Protection  on 
issues  of  special  concern  and  regarding  variances  to  the  State  and  Town  regulations. 

During  the  fiscal  year  2009,  the  Town  Treasurer  received  over  $50,000.00  collected 
for  various  fees  charged  by  the  Board  of  Health.  The  Board’s  budget  paid  $300.00  for 
nursing,  physical  therapy  and  home  health  visits  through  the  visiting  nurse  program 
(VNA).  Richard  Clark  remains  as  Animal  Inspector/Control  Officer. 

The  State  initiated  the  closing  of  the  Landfill  Monitoring  contract  with  Mark  W. 
Popham,  R.S.  in  May  2009.

Report  of  the  Conservation  Commission 
The  Job  of  Wetlands  Protection; 

As  the  municipal  focal  point  for  environmental  protection,  Conservation 
Commissions  were  given  responsibility  In  1972  for  administering  the  Wetlands 
Protection  Act  (G.L.  Ch.  131  §40).  Thus  the  Commission  serves  the  community 
in  a regulatory  as  well  as  a conservation  capacity. 

Under  this  law,  Commissions  across  the  state  process  over  ten  thousand 
applications  every  year  for  permits  to  do  work  in  and  near  wetlands,  flood  plains, 
banks,  riverfront  areas,  beaches  and  surface  waters.  The  Wetlands  Protection 
Act  is  described  in  detail  in  MACC's  Environmental  Handbook  for  Massachusetts 
Conservation  Commissioners.  Over  half  of  Massachusetts'  communities  have 
adopted  local  non-zoning  bylaws  or  ordinances  giving  Commissions  further 
power  to  protect  wetlands.  The  state’s  highest  court  has  approved  the  use  of 
such  municipal  laws.  These  are  administered  by  Conservation  Commissions.  If 
the  bylaw/ordinance  gives  it  the  power,  the  Commission  may  also  adopt 
regulations  for  its  implementation.  The  Rutland  Conservation  Commission  has 
been  working  on  their  wetlands  bylaw.  We  are  also  actively  pursuing  updating 
the  Open  Space  Plan  as  well  as  looking  into  upland  area  requirements  for  land 
development. 

From  the  period  of  July  1®*  of  2008  to  June  30*^  of  2009,  the  Commission  has 
reviewed  8 Notices  of  Intent  and  issued  8 Orders  of  Conditions,  12  extensions  to 
Order  of  Conditions  and  4 amendments  to  Order  of  Conditions.  The  number  of 
Notices  of  Intent  and  issued  Orders  of  Conditions  was  much  lower  than 
preceding  years  due  to  economic  times.  The  Commission  issued  14  Certificates 
of  Compliance,  and  8 Determinations  of  Applicability.  The  Commission  granted  1 
Earth  Removal  Permit  this  year  and  3 Emergency  Certifications. 

The  Commission  has  adopted  M.G.L.  Ch.  44  §53G,  which  allows  the  Rutland 
Conservation  Commission  to  impose  reasonable  fees  for  the  employment  of 
outside  consultants,  engaged  by  the  Conservation  Commission,  for  specific 
expert  services.  Such  services  shall  be  deemed  necessary  by  the  Commission  to 
come  to  a final  decision  on  an  application  submitted  to  the  Conservation 
Commission  pursuant  to  the  requirements  of:  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act  (G.L. 
Ch.  131  §40),  Conservation  Commission  Act  (G.L.  Ch.  40  §8C),  or  any  other 
state  or  municipal  statute,  bylaw  or  regulation,  as  they  may  be  amended  or 
enacted  from  time  to  time. 

The  Commission  consists  of  the  Chairman,  Stephanie  Bacon  and  members 
Harry  Johnson,  Joe  Dell’Aquila,  Eric  Bigelow,  John  Breault,  and  Mark  Sinkewich. 
The  Commission’s  secretary  is  Karen  Wamback.

The  Rutland  Public  Library  continues  to  be  a hub  of  activity  throughout  the  year 
for  our  community.  Many  non-profit  organizations  hold  their  meetings  at  the  library  and 
utilize  the  meeting  space.  This  year  over  477  meetings  were  held  at  the  library. 

The  summer  was  very  busy  for  the  library  helping  to  fill  the  summer  reading 
needs  of  the  community.  Over  200  children  participated  in  the  summer  reading  program. 
The  ice-cream  party,  held  to  recognize  the  children  for  their  success,  was  sponsored  by 
“Still  Four  Comers”,  Thanks  to  them  for  their  continued  support  to  the  library  and  the 
community. 

Over  the  course  of  the  year,  the  library  held  163  programs  with  3,150  people  in 
attendance. 

The  book  discussion  group  continues  to  be  popular  monthly  event.  There  are  2 
sessions  each  month  all  held  on  the  last  Tuesday  of  each  month.  We  are  always  looking 
for  new  members. 

The  Rutland  Historical  Society  held  the  annual  Festival  of  Trees  at  the  library. 
The  library  seized  this  opportunity  to  welcome  the  public  by  being  open  during  this 
event. 

The  December  ice  storm  caused  ice  dams  to  form  along  the  edge  of  the  roof  The 
end  result  was  water  damage.  March  and  April  were  spent  repairing  the  damage  done  by 
the  ice  and  water. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  Friends  hosted  an  open  house  during  the  4'*’  of  July 
celebration,  the  annual  Halloween  parade  for  children  in  Rutland,  the  annual  craft  fair  in 
November,  a table  for  the  town-wide  yard  sale  in  April,  funding  for  many  of  our 
programs,  and  the  monthly  book  sale.  Thank  you  FORL  for  your  continued  support. 

The  Local  Cultural  Council  continues  to  support  programs  by  funding  events  for 
the  library  or  hosting  other  organizations  Cultural  Council  events.  Thank  you  to  the 
Cultural  Council  for  providing  funding  for  community  programs. 

We  also  offer  internet  connection,  computer  program  use,  copy  machine,  fax 
machine  and  printing  services  for  a nominal  fee.  The  library  hosts  and  maintains  a web 
page  at  www.rutlandlibrarv.org.  During  the  last  year,  our  website  reported  over  32,000 
hits. 

We  are  Online  Affiliate  members  to  CWMARS  (Central/Western  Massachusetts 
Automated  Resource  Sharing),  allowing  us  to  access  any  book  from  any  other  library  and 
have  it  delivered  to  our  door  all  free  of  charge  to  our  patrons. 

The  budget  season  left  has  the  library  with  very  severe  financial  cuts.  The  library 
is  facing  a very  difficult  year  ahead.  We  recognize  the  community’s  need  for  us  to 
maintain  services  in  these  difficult  times.

The  office  is  open  on  Monday  (9:00a.m.  to  Noon)  and  Monday  evening  (6:00p.m.  to  8:00p.m.), 
alternate  Tuesdays  from  (9:30  a.m.  to  Noon)  and  Wednesday  (9:00  to  Noon). 

Rutland  residents  who  are  unable  to  travel  may  set  an  appointment  and  have  a home  visit. 

The  Department  of  Veteran's  Services  is  a State  Agency  committed  to  helping  honorably 
discharged  Veterans  who  find  themselves  in  irreconcilable  medical  or  financial  situations  that 
they  cannot  seem  to  manage  without  help  from  outside  sources.  The  Mid-East  conflicts  and  the 
Country's  financial  dilemma  have  led  to  ever  increasing  problems  and  my  case  load  has 
quadrupled  over  the  past  year.  Post  traumatic  syndrome,  unemployment  and  physical  disability 
are  the  leading  issues  facing  Veterans  in  today's  society. 

Benefits  include  rental  assistance;  heating,  living  allowance,  shelter  cost,  medical  expenses  and 
funeral  expenses.  These  benefits  are  available  to  veterans  and  their  dependents  who  meet  the 
established  income  and  asset  criteria.  A veteran  must  be  honorably  discharged  and  have  served 
a minimum  of  90  consecutive  days  of  active  duty. 

The  ongoing  war  in  Iraq  and  the  expanded  action  in  Afghanistan  have  an  increasing  impact  on 
our  military;  coupled  with  the  lagging  economy  the  needs  of  our  Veterans  continue  to  increase. 
The  price  of  service  to  our  country  is  high  for  the  soldiers  and  their  families. 

To  you  the  citizens  of  Rutland,  I offer  my  sincerest  appreciation  for  your  continued  support. 
Your  actions  clearly  say  "thank  you"  to  these  men  and  women  who  placed  themselves  in  harm's 
way  when  their  Nation  called.  They  are  most  grateful  for  all  that  this  community  does  for  them 
and  their  families.  You  do  make  a difference  in  their  lives.

Pursuant  to  Rutland’s  Zoning  By-Law  and  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  40A,  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  (the  “Board”)  performs  the  following 
functions; 

(1)  Acts  upon  requests  for  Variances  from  the  requirements  of  the 
Town's  Zoning  By-law; 

(2)  Acts  upon  requests  for  Special  Permits  as  authorized  by  the 
Town’s  Zoning  By-Law; 

(3)  Acts  upon  requests  for  Site  Plan  Approval  with  respect  to 
alterations  or  modifications  of  structures  or  uses  within  business  or 
industrial  districts;  and 

(4)  Acts  upon  appeals  by  persons  aggrieved  by  reason  of  their 

inability  to  obtain  a permit  from  any  administrative  official,  board,  or  the  building 
inspector. 

The  Board  meets  the  first  Wednesday  of  each  month  or  as  required/dictated  by  the 
volume  of  petitions,  applications  or  appeals  filed  with  the  Tow'n.  The  Board  functions  in 
accordance  with  its  specific  authority  granted  by  the  Town’s  Zoning  By-Law,  M.G.L. 
c40A,  and  its  ow'n  procedural  rules.  In  accordance  with  those  rules,  fees  are  charges  to 
cover  administrative  costs  of  conducting  required  public  hearings. 

The  Rutland  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  works  within  Town  structure  to  grant  as 
many  applications  as  possible  to  assist  in  the  cautious,  flexible  growth  of  the  Town. 

The  Board  reviewed  the  following  applications  in  Fiscal  Year  2009  from  Town

Throughout  another  busy  and  productive  year,  the  Agricultural  Commission  remained  committed  to  its 
mission  statement  to  “Increase  public  awareness  of  agriculture,  and  the  positive  impact  it  has  on  the  town. 
Farms  retain  open  space  and  the  rural  character  of  Rutland.  They  provide  fresh,  local  wholesome 
products.” 

Among  the  many  community  related  events  the  Agricultural  Commission  participated  in  were  the  annual 
Fourth  of  July  parade,  in  which  our  farm  float  placed  T'  in  the  most  historical  category  and  the  2008 
Chowder  Challenge.  Our  booth  at  the  Chowder  Challenge  offered  a petting  zoo,  a cow  milking  simulation, 
pedal  tractors  for  tractor  pulls,  and  a large  tractor  for  photo  opportunities.  With  donations  of  local  farm 
products,  our  Commission  donated  a complete  Thanksgiving  dinner  to  the  Rutland  Food  Pantry.  At  the 
Rutland  Historical  Society’s  Annual  Festival  of  Trees,  we  displayed  a tree  decorated  with  farm  related 
ornaments  and  pictures  of  local  farms.  Commission  Chairperson  Jerry  Kristoff  provided  horse  drawn 
carriage  rides  at  this  event  as  well.  The  Commission  promoted  a Farm  Day  held  on  May  16, 2009,  which 
we  hope  will  become  an  annual  event.  Local  participating  farms  invited  residents  from  Rutland  and  the 
surrounding  communities  to  visit  them  and  tour  their  farms,  view  demonstrations  such  as  horse  drawn 
plowing  and  drill  teams,  and  learn  more  about  the  offerings  of  our  local  agricultural  related  businesses. 

Using  a grant  we  received  from  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Agricultural  Resources,  we  designed, 
printed,  and  distributed  several  thousand  brochures,  which  included  27  Rutland  farms,  and  farm  related 
businesses.  Using  this  same  grant,  we  were  able  to  purchase  several  large  signs  displayed  along  the 
roadways,  welcoming  people  to  our  town  and  identifying  us  as  “farm  friendly”.  Smaller  versions  of  these 
signs  have  been  loaned  to  local  farmers  to  display  at  their  farms. 

Not  only  were  we  active  within  our  own  town,  we  visited  several  other  towns  in  need  of  support  to 
organize  their  own  Agricultural  Commissions.  We  had  representatives  at  several  local,  regional,  and 
statewide  meetings  including  the  Massachusetts  Agricultural  Commissions  Conference,  Ag  Day  at  the  State 
House,  and  the  Worcester  County  Farm  Bureau  meeting,  in  addition  to  becoming  a member  of  the 
Massachusetts  Farm  Bureau  Federation. 

Once  again,  we  would  like  to  thank  the  residents  of  Rutland  for  their  continued  support  of  agriculture  and 
its’  related  businesses  and  services.

Dear  Residents: 

As  we  begin  the  annual  process  of  budget  planning  and  deliberation,  I want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  you 
for  the  support  that  citizens  have  shown  for  our  schools.  Because  of  your  support,  the  Wachusett  District  has 
made  considerable  progress  during  the  last  few  years.  While  not  without  incident  and  consequence,  we  have  built 
a high  school  that  provides  our  students  with  a facility  that  matches  the  strength  and  complexity  of  our  school’s 
comprehensive  program.  As  taxpayers  you  can  certainly  be  proud  of  the  school  that  you  have  provided  to  our 
high  school  students.  And  it  is  as  if  they  want  to  thank  you  with  good  performance!  Last  year,  we  saw  the  best 
testing  results  in  our  school’s  history.  For  example,  seventy-two  percent  of  our  tenth  grade  students  scored  in  the 
advanced  category  in  math  on  the  most  recent  MCAS.  This  result  on  a very  challenging  test  is  testimony  to  the 
strength  of  our  teachers  and  our  programs,  and  we  owe  our  residents  thanks  for  helping  us  to  maintain  the 
conditions  that  we  need  in  order  to  educate  students  in  a safe  and  productive  environment. 

The  latter  has  certainly  been  a challenge  in  this  economic  climate.  We  realize  that  budgets  are  strained  and  we 
will  make  every  effort  to  mitigate  cost,  but  the  simple  fact  is  that  our  costs  are  currently  very  low.  While 
providing  quality  programs  in  all  of  our  schools,  Wachusett  has  consistently  spent  at  a very  low  rate.  Our  per 
pupil  expense  rate  is  among  the  lowest  in  the  entire  state.  It  is  against  this  backdrop  that  one  must  consider  our 
current  economic  crisis.  Last  year,  Wachusett  lost  approximately  2.3  million  dollars  of  revenue  over  the  course  of 
the  state  budget  process.  In  order  to  meet  this  fiscal  challenge,  the  District  was  forced  to  reduce  forty-four  staff 
members.  We  simply  cannot  continue  to  make  such  cuts  and  maintain  the  quality  programs  to  which  residents 
have  grown  accustomed.  With  this  admonition  over,  let  me  renew  my  annual  pledge  to  work  with  the  Member 
Towns  to  solve  our  funding  problem  in  a manner  that  serves  our  mutual  interest. 

Once  again,  thank  you  for  your  continued  support  of  our  schools.  With  your  help  and  support  we  will  continue  to 
make  every  effort  to  develop  our  nation’s  most  valuable  resource.

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FY  2010  ANNUAL  REPORT 
WACHUSETT  EARTHDAY 

Wachusett  Watershed  Regional  Recycling  Center  and  Wachusett  Recycled  Resource  Center 

Over  the  last  two  years,  Wachusett  Earthday,  Inc.(WEI)  volunteers,  designated  town  representatives 
(AKA:  Site  Team  members)  and  the  MA  Department  of  Conservation  and  Recreation  have  been 
focused  on  design,  permitting  and  development  of  the  new,  Wachusett  Watershed  Regional 
Recycling  Center  (the  “Center”)  in  West  Boylston,  MA  at  13 1 Raymond  Huntington  Highway.  This 
center  has  been  planned  and  designed  for  year  round  collections  of  household  hazardous  products 
(e.g.,  oil-based  paints,  aerosols,  pesticides,  etc.)  and  bulk  recyclables  (e.g.,  appliances,  electronics, 
tires,  batteries,  fluorescent  tubes,  etc.).  The  Center  is  a cooperative  effort  between  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Conservation  & Recreation  (“DCR”),  WEI  and  the  towns  of 
Boylston,  Holden,  Paxton,  Princeton,  Rutland,  Sterling  and  West  Boylston. 

In  2008  and  2009  efforts  were  focused  on  fund-raising,  grant-writing,  environmental  site  evaluation 
(e.g.,  wetland  and  watershed  features),  permitting  and  regulatory  compliance  for  the  new  Center. 
WEI  hired  Design  Consultants,  Inc.  to  prepare  an  engineered  site  plan  for  the  Center.  Gravel  for  the 
Center’s  roadways  and  parking  areas  was  processed  at  a DCR  site  in  Holden.  The  Town  of  West 
Boylston  and  the  Department  of  Conservation  and  Recreation  held  discussions  and  entered  into  an 
agreement  to  help  ensure  that  the  Town’s  interests  were  addressed.  A used  house  trailer  was 
donated  in  2008,  for  use  at  the  Center,  and  another  trailer  was  donated,  by  the  DCR  in  2010.  During 
the  summer  of  2008  trees  were  cleared  from  the  site  and  the  stumps  were  ground  into  mulch.  In 
June  of  2009  Capa  Corporation  was  hired  to  perform  earth  work  on  the  site  including  excavation, 
grading,  installation  of  drainage  and  creation  of  a gravel-surfaced  roadway  and  parking  network. 

The  site  was  finish-graded  in  the  fall  of  2009,  just  in  time  for  the  first  collection  day  on  December 
5,  2009.  The  December  5***  collection  included  Household  Hazardous  Products  (“HHP”).  A hired 
environmental  contractor  collected  HHP  from  residents  of  the  seven  participating  Wachusett  towns, 
while  WEI  volunteers  and  site  team  members  directed  traffic  and  recorded  vital  statistics  pertaining 
to  the  collection. 

The  first  bulk  collection  of  appliances,  batteries,  electronics,  metals,  and  propane  tanks  is  planned 
for  February  6,  2010  and  several  collections  of  HHP  will  also  be  held  in  2010.  The  Center  will 
develop  an  expanded  schedule  for  collections  during  2010  and  notice  will  be  posted  on  Town 
websites  and  in  local  newspapers. 

During  2010  WEI,  the  Site  Team  and  the  DCR  will  work  in  partnership  to  continue  to  develop  the 
Center  to  serve  the  Wachusett  watershed  town  residents  for  disposal  of  hazardous  products  and 
recycling. 

The  Wachusett  Recycled  Resource  Center  offering  free  recycled  materials  remained  open  at  52 
Boyden  Road  in  Holden.  The  Resource  Center  is  open  three  times  each  week  and  is  operated  by 
volunteers.  The  Wachusett  Towns  contribute  the  utilities,  and  Oriol  Health  Care  provides  the 
space.  During  2009  more  than  1 0,000  visitors  received  free  items  for  use  in  classrooms,  theater 
programs,  community  programs  and  homes.
